The Woeiug or Sleep. 
An endeavor to go to . sleep is a mis* 
1 take. For example, when the will makes 
: an effort to dull the ear, tho mental 
j sense behind the sense organ is thrown 
into a condition of listening and tension. 
' The power of hearing is not diminished, 
but, as it were, restricted in its range 
and in its heightened sensibility — as the 
vibratile capacity of a musical reed may 
be raised by reducing the length of the 
fit>er along which its vibrations are prop- 
agated. Noises that would not pre- 
viously have been noticed are perceived, 
and become sources of annoyance. 
This intensifying of the sensations in 
the at t. ii. j 1 1 to go to sleep, of which most 
persons are conscious, isdoutttlcss partly 
due to tho quiet tiiat pr*. vwiia iu the 
house and ttrd-chamber; but there is 
also an increase of the susceptibility of 
the perceptive faculty, frequently to 
such an extent that the ticking of a 
wateh or the tapping of an insect behind 
the wall-paper will not only be heard, 
but be actually painful. So it is with 
sight; when the eyolids are closed the 
inner-mental sense of vision becomes 
increasingly acute, and the field of sight 
is soon crowded with grotesque and 
rapidly changing images. The worrying 
effect of this phantasmagoria is a" too 
familiar exjierience of the sleep waiter. 
All the mental senses are in like manner 
stimulated and theiracuteness intensified 
by the endeavor to lower the sensibility 
of the sense organs. The mental sense 
of smell may be rendered so keen that 
the scarcely i>erceptible odor of bed- 
linen will prove offensive. Taste may 
be so stimulated that the natural mois- 
ture of the month becomes loathsome. 
General sensation may be so intensified 
that a rough thread iu a sheet, or a little 
stream of cold air finding its way under 
the coverlet will occasion the most 
irritating experience. In short, the 
whole process of attempted sense-sub- 
duing is unnatural and op{>osed to the 
dictates of reason. No such- effort ought 
to be made. External quiet should be 
secured, if quiet be personally agreeable, 
and whether light or darkness be prefer- 
able must depend on the idiosyncrasy. 
No control ought to l>e exercised over 
the senses. The eyelids should not be 
elosed, but allowed to droop when weary. 
There should be no resolutions to disre- 
gard sounds, or to suppress sensations 
of any kind. The surroundings being 
propitious and consonant with the "feel- | 
ings," or, still better, disregard, mind 
and body should bo left to take their 
chance of sleep, without the striving 
which, in truth, is the principal cause of ' 
wakefulness. This is why it often hap- ! 
{K'ns that persons who can not sleep in , 
bed by night will drop off to sleep readily 
in a chair by day. It is the effort to 
sleep that keeps off slumber, and when 
■hers is no effort sleep comes naturally.

The Spartan I a« •<. i>< r. Ljmrguft. 

The history and legislation of Lycur- 
gus are involved in considerable obscur- 
ity ; indeed, to such an exteut that many 
of the leading scholars of modern times 
have viewed them with no little sus- 
picion. The generally accepted account 
of the celebrated Spartan law-giver is to 
the effect that Eycurgus lived about 880 
years before our era, or, according to 
others, about the year 1100 B. C, and* 
was descended from the Doric family of 
the Frpclidae. Polydectes, his brother, 
King 6f Sparta, died, and to his widow 
was born a posthumous son. The widow 
and mother proposed to Lycnrgus In 
destroy tho unborn babe if he mar- 
ried her. EycurguB was shocked, 
but pretended partially to consent 
by saying it was as easy to make 
way with an infant after as before it 
came into the world. When the child 
was born Lycnrgus at once proclaimed 
him King, and his uncle became his 
guardian. Then it is recorded that Ly- 
cnrgus traveled in many lands in Asia 
Minor, Crete, Egypt, and even Irdia, but 
as to the latter it is decidedly uncertain 
and unlikely. He studied the constitu- 
tions of the nations he traveled among, 
and finally, after many long journeyings, 
be returned to Sparta. During his ab- 
sence affairs had become disordered in 
Sparta, and on his arrival almost the en- 
tire community requested him to draw 
up a constitution for them, to which he 
consented. Then he induced them to 
solemnly swear that they would make no 
change in the laws till he came back, 
and he left Sparta, and it was never 
known exactly whither he went or where 
he died. By his departure and failure to 
return be had hoped to make the Spartan 
Constitution eternal ; and the people 
saw he was a god, and worshipped him. 
Probably such a person as Lycurgus ex- 
isted, who, at some remote time and 
critical juncture in Spartan affairs, may 
have been selected, perhaps, on account 
of his wisdom and reputation, to prepare 
a code of laws for the better govern- 
ment of the State. It can not be im- 
agined that the entire legislation of 
Sparta was first invented by Lycnrgus 
and imposed upon the people all at 
once ; it is reasonable to suppose, how- 
ever, that he collected, modified, and en- 
larged the previously existing institu- 
tions of Sparta It is related by Plu- 
tarch that Lycurgus "commanded that 
all gold and "silver coin should be called 
in, and that only a sort of money made 
of iron should be cm-rent, a great weight 
and quantity of which was of but very 
little worth ; so that to lay up twenty or 
thirty pounds there was required a 
pretty large closet, and, to remove it, 
nothing less than a yoke of oxen. With 
the diffusion of this money, at once a 
number of vices were banished from 
Lacedasmon ; for who would rob another 
of such a coin? Who would unjustly 
detain or take by force, or accept as a 
bribe, a thing which is not easy to hide 
nor a credit to have, nor, indeed, of any 
use to cut in pieces ? For when it was 
just red hot, they quenched it in vinegar, 
and by that means spoiled it, and made 
it almost incapable of being worked.

A Sketch of Solon. 

He was a native of Athens, having 
been l>orn about 638 before Christ, and 
belonged to one of the most distin- 
guished families of Attica. In early life 
he was engaged in trade, and visited 
many parts of Greece and Asia as a 
traveliug' merchant, and gained distinc- 
tion by his poems, and for his ]>olitical 
wisdom was reckoned one of the seven 
sages. He began his political career by 
recovering Salamis from the Mcgarians. 
The Athenians were tired with a tedious 
and difficult war that they conducted 
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against the Megarians for the Island of 
Salaniis, and made a law that it should 
be death for any man, by writing or 
speaking, to assert that the city ought 
to recover it Solon felt ih- disgrace, 
and perceived that thousands of youth 
wished for somebody to begin, bat did 
not dare to stir first for fear of the law. 
He counterfeited a distraction, and by 
his own family it was Bpread about the 
city that he was mad. Then he secretly 
composed a short poem, and, commit- 
ting it to memory, went to the market 

Elace, and aa the people gathered about 
im, he got up on the herald's stand and 
sang the elegy. His friends commended 
it, and especially Pisistratus exhorted the 
citizens to obey his directions ; then the 
law was recinded, and war was renewed 
Ithough he 1 under the leadership of Solon, with suc- 
cessfnl results. Iu 594 Solon was chosen 
archon or chief magistrate of Athens, 
and enjoybd- to the full the confidence 
of the Athenians. The constitution of 
Solon, which imade property instead of 
birth the title of citizenship, and which 
was the prelude to the sttbsequent 
democracy, was by a solemn oath of 
government and people,, declared valid 
without alteration for ten years. . He 
obtained leave of absence for that 
period, visited Egypt and Cyprus, and 
returned to Athens prior to the first 
usurpation of Pisistratus, -and amid 
violent dissensions .was respected by all 
parties, but was unable to, overrule the 
popular favor of- his kinsman. As wib 
be at once apparent, we are unable to 
go into the subject of Solon's laws, but 
advise tho interested reader to read 
Plutarch's "Lives."— C 
Ocean. 



Amono the plans proposed to the Brit- 
ish Balloon Society is that of a balloon 
to be kept under control by means of 
compressed gas. The gas would be 
stored in a suitable tank under pressure, 
and the balloon would be reduced in size 
or enlarged at pleasure by admitting or 
withdrawing gas — which might be ef- 
fected by simply turning a crank.

In the animal, be- 
sides constructing tissues, the food has 
to furnish the means of producing heat 
and n eohatucal f. •re. 

Cows purchased from rich lands and 
carried to poor soils seldom do well. It 
is far better to buy a good cow from a 
poor farm, in which case improvement is 
alm.Jtt certain. There is no good reason, 
however, why a poor animal should b« 
\*»,)t on a poor farm. Keep better stock 
if you have to keep less of it. 

Whkre plants are abundant the old 
stools of strawberries may be lifted, the 
grass picked from around them, and 
they may lie reset in trenches with a 
well-retted manure put about them on 
the surface. In some localities strong 
plants of last season's growth mav be 
transplanted with good results. 

"ExTERrErfcE and observation wdl con- 
' vinee anyone that better resulta will fol- 
low the application of manure at the sur- 
face, or at least within three inches of it, 
than if plowed tinder to three times that 
depth. For immediate results all welL- 
rofted manure should be intimately 
mixed with the surface soil by repeated 
ffnltivationa or harro wings. 

Tire character of the winter has often 
•'<':! adorable influence on that of the fol- 
lowing season. In a wet winter the soil 
ftiuy lcso nitrates by drainage to a con- 
r-iderable extent Root development wi'J 
i lno be prevented by excessive wet.

ted in six different fields, and under 
more thaa as many different orops, which 
ve either Wn kept entirely without 
manure, or have only received purely 
mineral manures, for periods of from 
twouty-five to forty years. As these 
arous are exposed to the same atmos- 
pii rie influences as other fields, and as 
eropM growing on them are, with the ex- 
ception that they receive no nitrogen bjr 
manure, subject to the same influences 
as similar crops in neighboring fields, 
we mav look with confidence to the re- 
sults which they will yield in the course 
of time. 

A writer in the Scientific American 
srts : "We clean our premises of the 
detestable vermin, rats, by making 
whitewash yellow with coperas and cov- 
ering the stones and rafters with it In 
every crevice in which a rat may go we 
put the crystals of tho copera*, »nd 
scatter in the corners of the floor. The 
result was a perfect stampede of rats 
and mice.

Brown's Mistake. 



Dwight Brown, living near Erie, Pa., 
is a poor but - very devout man. Mr. 
Brown, being in destitute circumstances, 
knelt down with his wife, and the two 
prayed for heip from on high. On the 
following day,, as Mr. Brown was walk- 
ing along the highway, he found a 
" wallet " containing S200 in greenbacks. 
Just ahead of him was Johu Crowell, 
whom tho prisoner must have knowu 
bad dropped it but Brown, believing 
this to be an answer to the earnest sup- 
plications of himself and wife, took the 
money home,, and there was great re- 
joicing ' in the family, followed by full 
meals for his wife and children. The 
next day clothing for the half-naked 
family was purchased^ and Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown earnestly believed they had found 
the royal road to wealth. But a little 
later an officer came with a warrant and 
arrested the head of the household on a 
charge of larceny. At the trial a frank 
"~*h£ whole case was made 
"* nt ^Sfiiite offered to de- 
BHRra "Sa^2»*«icre recited the ignorance 
of the prisoner, which was accompanied 
with a devout belief that God had an- 
swered his prayers in the manner de- 
scribed. Some of the money had been 
spent as described, but the rest had been 
turned over to Crowell, and besides this, 
all the household effects of the poor 
man bad been put into the hands of the 
officers to be sold to make up the defi- 
ciency. The Judge, in passing sentence, 
said he understood the prisoner to be a 
hard-working man, and that the tempta- 
tion had come to him in a peculiar man- 
ner. He would err, if at all, on the side 
of justice, and so he sentenced Brown 
to pay a fine of one dollar and to be con- 
fined* in jail one day. -The case ia a 
peculiar one, and excited a good deal of 
intere&t. 



Tattooing Confined Criminals. 

A correspondent of the Chicago Tri- 
bune 'proposes that confined burglars, 
highwaymen, thieves and rogues for a 
first offense should be imprisoned for a 
short time and tatooed, say, on the fore- 
arm. For the second offense of the 
same kind let him. undergo longer im- 
prisonment and be tattooed on the hand. 
For the third offense longer or life im- 
prisonment and be tattooed on the cheek 
or the exposed part of the neck. This 
would be the brand of Cain. Recording 
these tattoo-marks would facilitate the 
identification of criminals, as the body- 
marks cannot be erased except by surgi- 
cal operation at the expense of a perma- 
nent soar. The fear of tattooing would 
sot aa a powerful deterrent to those 
about to commit crimes, and also take 
away the motive to escape from those 
who had merited and received the third 
or open tattoo and were sen- 



An Angel Fish Caught. 

An angel fish, said to be the first even 
brought to this city, was caught with a 
hook and line by some Italian fishermen 
twenty miiea outside of Farallon Inlands 
in very deep water, brought into the 
city and sold to an enterprising tobacco 
.dealer on Montgomery street, where it 
was hung up in the window to excite the 
wonderment of passers-by. The speci- 
men is about three and a half feet long, 
has a head as large as a man's, beneath 
which are «. pair of wing-like fins, 
spreading out over two feet from tip to 
tip, from the lower extremity of the 
wings — they aro much more like wings 
than fins— and the body taiHsrs off to s 
small taiL Tho back of the fish ia a 
dark gray and brownish color, slightly

Henry Hudson's Last Yoyege. 
Among the most noteworthy of early 
navigators both for the importance of hia 
discoveries and the myt-tery that en- 
shrouds his fate, was Henry Hudson. 
He. was born in England about the mid- 
dle of " the sixteenth century, end fro 111 
early youth he was accustomed to a sea- 
faring bfe. Hardy, brave ai,d adventur- 
ous, he eagerly accepted a commission 
from a company of London merchants to 
search for the northwest passage, and in 
lfl07*Bailed in a small vessel, with a crt w 
of only ten men and a boy, to the eft** 
coast of Greenland. On leaching latitude 
80 degrees he encountered an impassable 
barrier of ice, aud after three months af 
fruitless explorations returned to Eng- 
land for the purpose of organizing an- 
other sxpedition. 

In April of the following year Hudson 
again set sail, and endeavored to make 
his way between Nova Zembla sad 
Spitzbergen. Hia hopes were again 
frustrated by immense fields of ioe, and 
he returned to England without having 
accomplished any thing of importance. 
Undaunted, however, by these failure*, 
he entered the service of the Dutch Eai* 
India Coopanv, and in April, 1609. 
saded from Amsterdam in the ship Half- 
Moon for Davis Strait. Finding the 
climato too severe for his crew, Hudson 
sailed southward along the coast of 
America, and on the 11th of September 
discovered the beautiful river which h»» 
since borne his name. Enchanted 
the loveliness of the shores, he sailed up 
the river until he reached the head *f 
navigation, where Albany now sta^Ja 
He afterward continued his voyage soirh 
as far as Chesapeake Bay, and tbeare- 
t timed to England. 

Hudson began his fourth and lastvoj- 
ago in April, 1610, with a crew of twenty, 
three sailors. In June and July he 
passed through Davis Strait, and entered 
and explored the great bay which now* 
bears his naine. Disappointed at not 
finding tho westward passage he was 
seeking, he determined to winter there 
and resume the voyage iu the following 
spring ; but by the time the ice broke up 
ins provisions were so nearly exhausted 
that he wo* eorepell-d to make prepara- 
tions to return. His crew bec;.roe 
mutinous through fear, it is said, that he 
might leave some of them behind, being 
so short of provisions. Gaining posses- 
sion of the ship, they put Hudson, with 
his 6on and seven infirm sailors, in an 
open shallop, and sent them adrift. The 
crew mannged to reach England some- 
time in 1611, and one of the mutineers 
betrayed their guilty secret An expedi- 
tion was at onco dispatched in search of 
the great navigator, but no trace of 1dm 
was ever found.—" Han^r** Weekly.

There was a time within the human 
epoch, says .Tames Geikie, in an article 
on *' The Gulf Stream and the Panama 
Canal," when the European climate was 
so genial that many delicate southern 
species of plauts flourished luxuriantly 
iu regions w here they cannot now exist. 
Thus in the neighborhood of Pari*, the 
fig tree, the laurel of the Canary Islands, 
aud other Southern sjh.cies, found a con- 
genial habiat The Canary It-land 
laurel does not grow further north now 
than near Toulon, on the borders of the 
Mediterranean. It flowers in winter, 
and repented frosts would therefore pre- 
veut its reproducing its kind. That this 
plaut formerly flourished near Paris is 
thus a btriking proof of changed climatic 
conditions, for the winters in Northern 
France must then have been extremely 
genial. The laud and fresh-water shells 
which were contemporaneous with that 
remarkable flora in Northwestern Europe 
tell preeiselv the same tale, and this is

j the world. The long squadrons of 
cavalry and horse artillery shining and 
shifting, the dragoons, hussars and 
lancers, the beautiful horses and ac- 
coutrements, the capital riders, the 
handsome faces, tho wonderful wagons 
I and guns, seem even more theatrical 
than military. But the interior aspect 
j of one of these brilliaut regiments is 
' quite a different thing. To see the man 
carrying their coal, cleaning their bar- 
( rack rooms and breakfasting on dry 
i bread, is not suggestive of heroism or 
romance. It is distressing to see a 
splendid life guardsman, in shining 
cuira.-s and plumed helm, jack boots, 
long spurs and clanking sword, carrying 
a basin of weak tea arid a piece of bread, 
which he is alnint to consnme, with the 
aid of a savelogy or a pennyworth of 
butter from tho canteen, for his evening 
meal. He ought, according to his ap- 
pearance, to sup on a chine of beef and 
a fingon of nut brown ale, as in days 
of yore, when a soldier was not such a 
mere regulated part of. a machine, and 
was better paid in projiortion to the 
earniugs of the community. There is 
one word which affords a kind of magic 
key to the whole existence of the soldi era 
of the British army. That word is re- 
gulations. Whether on or off duty, 
whether on parade or in his barrack 
room, whether sick in hoepital or taking 
his walks abroad, the soldier must be- 
have according to regulation^ The guide 
to his daily course of life is to be found 
in a red book entitled, "Tho Queen's 
liegulations smd Orders for the Army." 
Not only must a private soldier be dressed 
and accoutred exactly according to rule 
when he appears « in parade, but even 
when he walks out of barracks in pursuit 
of recreation. He may or may not have 
a chilly habit of body, or be' partial or 
not to carrying a slender cane in his 
hand; but the wearing of a great coat or 
tho carrying of a erne will depend, not 
upon his own notions, "but upon the re- 
gulations issued by hi# commanding 
officer.

submerged in the sea. 

First Temperance E&vf. 

The following extract from Hon. Chaa 
B. Flood's correspondence to the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer, under the head d 
"Old Times Tolitics," shows how Ohio'i 
first temperance legislation under the 
present Constitution was adopted : 

" The passage of tho first temperance 
law afforded an illustration of the want 
of good faith which not unfrequently 
shows itself in legislative doings. It re- 
quires a majority of the votes of tha 
members elected to each branch of the 
Legislature to pass a bill, and iu all cases 
the yeas aud nays are required. The 
temperance law was 1 icing passed — the 
yeas and nays were being called — when 
tho Clerk discovered a member, pencU 
in hand, keeping count of the vote. The 
member had evidently been drinking, 
and, although the call was ma do nlow%- 
and distinctively to give the member a 
chance to keep a correct account, yet he 
missed it by one vote. W hen his name 
was called he did not vote ; when called 
a second time, after all the other mem- 
bers had voted, he did vote, and his vote 
passed tho bill. He thought it required 
as it did by his count, two votes to pass 
it ; but, too far gone in his cups to count 
correctly, it required but one, and when 
he voted in its favor that one vote was 
supplied, and the temperance bill was 
passed. Some of his indignant friends 
rushed to his seat and rudely demanded 
that he move a reconsideration, but the 
demand was made in such a maimer as 
to excite the anger of the member and 
he refused. Thus waa the first temper- 
ance law under the present Constitution 
passed by the vote of a member in a sit- 
uation too far gone to count the number 
of Senators voting." 

Adelina Pattl. 

Adelina Patti was born at Madrid 
April 9, 1843. Her full name ia AdeBna 
Maria Clonnda Patti- Nicolini. She was 
educated at New York, and on Nov 24 
1859, she made her debut as a sineer in 
Donizetti's Lucia di Zammcrmoor 
She made her first appearance at T^r,' 
don. May 14 1861, in La SomnVm. 
bula, and Nov. 16, 1862, appeared at 
Paris in the same role. Patti afterward 
sang at Paris, London, St. Petersburo- 
and in some of the leading cities of 
Europe with great success. She wsi 
married at London, July 29, 1868, to the 
Marquis de Oaux, but the union was an 
unhappy one, and the parties separated 
The Marquis, although a titled bicbl 
vidua!, was not all that was to be ex" 
pec ted, and was long virtually aupported 
by hia wife. Not long since Pattif was 
married to Nicolini, who ia einging with 
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that ifwaK -^WrrrWryrireo from any poisonous 
or deleterious substances."
